Correspondence with the Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce: 

Translation of letter from the Chi- 
nese Chamber of Commerce to the Coun- 
aah, November 50, 1914. 

‘This year the number of persons in 
the Settlement has very largely increas 
ed and the number of bad characters 
has increased likewise, Cases of theft 
and robbery and wounding are accord- 
ingly cons antly heard of and the mer- 
dl residing in the Settlement are 
all alarmed. Daring recent days the 
haan Chang diamond shop ia Yunnan 
Road, the Ta Hsin Chang foreizn goods 
shop in Markham Rond, the Lien Ta cash 
h u Fokien Road and the Lun Yu 
‘cash shop in the Sungkiang Road have 
teen robbed one after another accord- 
ing to staemen's in the newspapers, 
which are probably not false, The 
merchants of the several trades have all 
come to this Chamber and expostulated 
in the following vein :— 

“This year the violent conduct of de- 
speradoes is such as never has been 
before: all for the reason that after the 
eon of the off-nce they are not 
sought out and arrested with ser 
bat saunter at large a 
law, and consequently act with indiscrim- 
inate boldaess to the injary of shops in 
the street, You s ould have long since 
begeed the Municipal Council genuinely 
to give effect to measures for tranquilis- 
ing the locality and_ protecting public 

‘our public daty is involved: aod 
we think ¢ e Municipal Council ca 
bot pase om réaponebillty,. ‘The ‘and 
of these bad characters 
daily becoming more fierce ; an! even 
in busy places thefts and robberies in- 
cessantly occur, If the Chamber of 
Commerce still keeps silence, upon what 
‘can the merchants depend ?” 

They have severally and pressingly 
reqnested the Chamber to communicate 
this, It is to be observed that of late 
the number of cases of crime by bad 
characters is indeed such as to occasion 
misgiving. The Chamber is well aware 
that the Council, bearing responsibility 
for public order, will consequently not 
permit that merchants in the Settle 
ment shall be constantly in a state of 
alarm, There are iadeed very many 
bad characters about the place, and if 
the stream flows undammed it will be- 
come a river. 

The Chamber of Commerce is the 
representative of all the merchants and 
cannot but earnestly press and request 
that the offenders in the previous cases 
be quickly sought ont, arrested, and 
most severely punished; so that bad 
characters will retreat andthe locality will 
be at peace ; whereby ll very much 
appreciate the Council's jublic spirit.

Gaxrieex,—I am directed to ack-| 
nowledge the receipt of your communi- 
cation of November 30 ‘on the subject 
of certain armed robberies which have 
‘oceurred in the Foreign Settlementof ate. 

In reply I am directed to inform 
you that the Police Force is applying 
‘earnest attention to the work of prevent- 
ing crimes of this nature and detecting 
and capturing the offenders. The 
results of their recent efforts have, in 
the Coancil’s opinion, been quite satis- 
factory ; between January 1 and No- 
vember 30 this year, 114 reports of 
robbery have been  investizated in 
connexion with which 89 persons have 
been arrested and convicted ; of whom 
33 have been hande | over to the Chinese! 
Anthorities and 11 of these have already 
been executed, You may be confident 
that no pains will be rpared to bring all 
the offenders to justice. 

‘The work of the Council's Detective 
Branch is indeed more successfal than 
the Chinese community can realise; it 
sometimes aj pears to be slow, for the! 
results are general'y the outcome of 
patient and latorious investization ; 
‘they are retarded by the inherent diff- 
caftles of its position, environet on all 
ides by other administ ‘and too 
often the satisfactory issue 
inte yell notice, because it follows! 
after the lapse of a few months, when 
the circumstances of the crime, are no 
longer fresh in the public mind. 

‘The Council has always predicted 
the prevalence of crimes of violence as 
the principal danger of ceasing, in the 
‘Foreign Settlement alone, the iuflic- 














tion of the ancient punishment of the 
‘bamboo, which has so long been looked 
‘Gpon by the criminal classes as insepar- 
‘able from the ordinary routine of justice.

go has brought to this laree property. 
You will observe had the strip not been 
leased by the Council the width of the 
road at the south end of the lot would be 
‘no more than 22 feet, The betterment 
which has been due to the lease, and of 
which the property has enjoyed the 
benefit for more than thirty years, is so 
great that the Council would only have 
been willing to pay nominal compensa- 
‘tion for the surrender, 

The lease was for 20 years at 
Tle,150 per annum, and was, a8 you are! 
‘aware, comprised in nee 
which took place in 1881 between the 
Council and Mr. R. Francis, and (I 
quote from the Council's letter of 
December 16, 1881) it was understood 
that if the owners agreed to sell to 
jthe Council the strip of land st any 
time before expiry of the lease, the 
rate of purchase should be Tle. 6,000 
per mow. In 1903 the Council entered 
into negotiations with Mr. E, Jenner 
‘Hogg, then agent for the owner, and 
fexpressed readiness to purchase the 
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strip. Mr. Hogg, however, preferred 
that the sonual rental should continue 
to be paid, and this oourse has therefore 
been followed until now. 

‘With regard to your request for the 
assessed value, Tis. 45,000 per mow, 
I am to point out that the strip of land 
bas not bren included in the area for 
taxation of Lot 79, and that in con- 
sequence the strip cannot be said to 
have an assessed value, The current 
assessment, a8 also the assessments of 
previons years, was made upon the 
property exclusive of the strip and 
‘assumed that the lot enjoyed » frontage 
‘on the Szechuen Road with a width of 
30 to 36 feet.

seems somewhat doubtful. 

On Norember 24 at 7.30 p.m. three 
mén entered a diamond merchant's shop’ 
in Yunnan Road, one of them being’ 
armed with a revolver, The slarm was 
raised by the inmates and the robbers! 
fied emjty-handed. A Sikh watchman 
employed at the shop, who endeavoured 
to effect an arrest, was shot through the 
chest and left hand He is now in

No alarm was raised by the inmates

‘To show how apathetic the Chinese are 
in soch matters it may be stated that one 
of the chop assistants in this case went 
‘out and asked a Chinese constable for 
the telephone number of Lonza Police 
Station, but never even mentioned the 
fact that there bad been a robbery 
‘committed in the shop. 

On the evening of the same date two 
men residing in Avenue Rosd attended 
Hankow Road Theatre. Whilst retarn- 
ing home in ricshas they discovered 
that they were being followed by two 
other men also in ricshas On ali. hting 
near ther house two shots were fired 
and one man was slightly wounded near 
tre elbow. No report of this incident 
was made by the injured man or his 
friend and the affair would never have 
come to light had it not have been for 
the fact that a Chioese constable heard 
the shots fired and his report of the 
occurrence led to enquiries being made 
into the matter. ‘There appears to be 
little doubt that this affair was instigated 
from pulitical motives, 

‘At 6.30 pm, November 26, reven 
men, two armed with pistols and one 
with a knife, entered the residence of 
an opium merchant at No, 119 Ping- 

iao Road and stole property to the 
value of #200. 

At 7.05 pm., same date, four men 
entered No. 90 Sungkiang Road and 
stole cash to the value of $70. One of 
the shop assis ants was shot through 
the chest; and s Chinese constable in 
plain clothes, who attempted to arrest 
‘one of the robbers, was shot in the legs. 

15 p.m, November 28, two 
armed with a revolver, entered 
cigaret’e shop No, 1444 Wuchow Road. 

Zune Bih-kwe, a native of Soochow, 
was arrested by the Municipal Police on 
April 15, 1912, and charged with an 
attempted marder on Kweichow Road 
on March 26, 1912; with an attempted 
murder on Kiukiang Road on April 2, 
1912 ; with committing armed robberies 
at 31 North Honan Road on February 
2, 1912, at 509 Fokien Road on 
Febroary 14, 1912, at 386 Kiukiang 
Road on April 2, 1912, and at 95 
Fokien Road on the same date. On 
June 18, 1912, he was sentenced at the 
‘Mixed Court to imprisonment for life ; 
handed over to the French Police on 
June 20, 1912, and again sentenced to 
‘imprisonment for life for offences com- 
mitted in the French Concession. On 
October 1, 1914, he was handed over 
to the Military Governor on a charge of 
being concerned in the murder of Kin 
Gen-sang in an alleyway off Foochow 
Road on October 28, 1910. After a 
protracted trial he was found guilty 
and sentenced to death, the sentence 
being carried out on November 15, 

Zang Sih-kwe confessed that one of 
his accom; lices in the murder of Kin 
Gen-sang and in the assassination of 
General Dau Whe-tsang in which he 
also participated in the Hospital Saint 
M in the Freoch Concession on 
Innusry 15, 1912, was s man named 
Wong Tean-ching. The latter was 
traced to Kashing on March 27, 1912, 
and there thot dead by » follower of 
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General Dau who was detailed to avenge 
the death of his master by the party to! 
which the General belonyed. 

‘Wong Tsau-ching was arrested on 
a charge of being in possession of fire-| 
arms and was charged by the Municipal 
Police on his own confession with being’ 
a par icipstor in the murder of Kin 
Gen-sang, but as he withdrew his 
confession when before the Mixed 
Court he was released by order of that 
tribunal on May 9, 1911, 

At the Mixed Court on November 12 
four ricsha coolies received sentences 
ranging from 5 years to 6 months 
These men specialised in conveying 
drunken foreigners in ricshas to a lonely 
spot. and then robbing them of their 
jewellery and money. 

On November 28 Ching San-mau 
was convicted of complicity in a rob- 
bery and murder which occurred on 
Taku Road in March Inst, He was 
sentenced to 15 years’ impri-onment. 

On November 30 dikh P.U. 88, 
HI ishar Sinzh, was sentenced by H. 
Supreme Court to 5 years’ imp: 
cane with hard labour Yor attempt- 
ing to marder Sikh P.C, 60 on the 
Babbliog Well Road on September 
6, 1914.
